Terrible Experiencft- 


When the Dispatch reacbed Eureka 


with the survivors tugs were immedi- 
ately sent out for missing boats. The 
tug Ranger picked up one containing 
11 passengers and three of the crew. 
The Walla Walla was valued at about 
$250.000. She was formerly used as 
a collier, and about iO years ago was 
converted into a passenger vessel at 
a cost of $175.000. The vessel was in- 
sured for about. $200.000. 


Word has just been received from 


Trinidad by telephone of the boat 
which pnt ia there. The survivors had 
a. terrible experience, and only five or 
six are left out of a boat load. The 
telephone dispatch states that 13 were 
k>3t. The boat was capsized several 
times in rough weather Thursday, and 
each time several persons lost their 
lives. The survivors are now on the 
road to Eureka. The citizens' com- 
mittee has arranged for a patrol sys- 
tem covering 45 miles of the coast 
both north and south of Eureka, so 
that should any survivors come ashore 
they will be taken care of. 


Late advices from Eureka say that 


the list of dead and missing in the 
foundering of the steamer Walla 
Walla has reached 41. Of these eight 
are known to have died. The others 
are probably adrift on the ocean in 
two lifeboats and a raft.
